In his religious profession, Mr Lawrence 
was unassuming but faithful,—punctual, 
consistent, beyond reproach. He was a 
member of the Church in Brattle-Square, 
and in every station paid a prompt, un- 
sectarian observance to the ordinances of 
the Gospel. 

Nearly three months ago, a slight expo- 
sure, by an untimely change of dress, acting 
on a predisposition to disease or weakness 
in the internal organs, brought on the com- 
plication of maladies that terminated his 
earthly course last Saturday, August 18. 
From the first, the case had been difficult 
and discouraging; but the sufferer bore eve- 

ain with serene submission, and died as 
a Christian should. Indeed, it appeared to 
have been remarkably impressed upon him 
that he should not survive this year.— 
Handsomely as the world treated him, it 
flattered him into no timidity at the sight 
ofthe grave. 

The mourning of the people is general 
and genuine. Of course, demonstrations of 
formul sorrow must be multiplied; but the 
feeling of the greatness of the public loss, 
as a private sentiment, also rows every 
At the large meeting in Faneuil Hall, 
on Monday morning, where Stephenson, 
Winthrop, Everett, and Sturges spoke in 
a fine strain of panegyric eloquence, it was 
striking to see the dignity of the assembly 
and the sincerity of the grief.

But the Lord had anoth- 
er plan for accomplishing the same ends, 
apparently, at much less expense, and so 
far as exploring is concerned, in a much 
better manner. Mr. Pierson, speaking 
after the manner of men, as he says hap- 
pened” to hear of a vessel in port (the 
bark Belle, Capt. Handy) engaged in sperm 
whaling and procuring cocoa-nut oil.

very closely, and asked, ‘In what ca- 
pacity do you go?’ I replied, ‘As a mis- 
sionary.’ He looked at me very 2 
for a minute or more, without saying a word, 
and then said, I havea mind to take you 


on every island in the enn; and J am wil- 
ling to do what I can for the cause, Whia- 
lers have been a curse to these islands long 
enough; and I am determined to do what 


J can for their good, so as to have right- 


eousness and justice established upon them.” 
After some further conversation, the cap- 
tain’s conclusion was that if the missiona- 
ries were disposed to take a passage with 
him, and cruise along through the Kings- 
mill and Radick groups, stopping at some 
ten or twelve or more of these islands, he 
would take them to Strong’s Island; but 
it would be three or four months before 
they would arrive at the end of their jour- 
ney. This presented just the opportunity 
for exploring which was desired.

tion, and exceedingly comforting to every 
Chistian, In the course of his remarks, he 
took from the desk a book which he desig- 
nated as a very able treatise on the Lord's 
Prayer,” by an American clergyman, and 
read from it Sir Matthew Hale’s celebra- 
ted and benutiful prayer. After the ser- 
mon communion service was celebrated, 
and though according to old Scotch cus- 
tom, tokens were used, I was handed one 
on application to the elders, and permitted 
to join in the grateful and solemn exercise.

ceded this lust, desperate attempt at relief. 
We imagine the years of 
fortune, or the domestic unhappiness, or the 
excruciating disease, which tortured him to 
madness, which crazed his brain, and 
drove him in a patoxysm of agony to this 
fearful deed. These reflections forbid us to 
accuse our unhappy brother, We take up 
his body and bear it to the grave in silence, 
and leave his spirit with God. 

Against committing such an act men 
need no persuasion, for their natural love 
of life is more powerful than any command 
of duty. They shudder and recoil at the 
very thought, and to reason with them 
against suicide seems as needless as would 
be an entreaty addressed to every visitor 
to Niagara Falls, not to throw himself over 
the cataract, 

And yet there is a self-murder, which is 
very common, and which is far worse than 
this; a suicide, not of the body, but of the 
soul, When a man loosens the silver cord 
of life, or breaks the golden bowl, he only 
abridges by a few short years his continu- 
ance in this world, But he may inflict up- 
on himself a suffering which shall far out- 
last this period. He may strike a wound 
to the vital spirit, so that it shall gasp and 
breathe heavily for ages to como. He may 
poison the blood of the soul so that these 
spiritual veins shall run fire, He may 
charge his brain with black memories, that 
shall distill drop by drop upon his wretch- 
ed spirit forever. Thus he may destroy 
his eternal happiness, and commit murder 
upon his soul. | 

A suicide is not less real because the ef- 
fect is not produced immediately. Some 
poisons act slowly. Ifa man drinks a pint 


his bed in the morning, no one hesitates to 
say that he has committed suicide. t 
suppose he takes opium in small quantities, 
and lives a few years, and then dies in hor- 
ror, has he not as truly put an end to his 
life as in the other — Only he has re- 
fined upon the former method, and contriv- 
ed to die gradually and gracefully. He 
makes a luxury of death. But is it not the 
guilt of murder on his soul? So a drunk- 
ard, who takes ten years to kill himself is 
as truly a suicide as the man who puts a 
knife to his throat. He might live seventy 
years and he dies at forty. He rushes un- 
bidden to the bar of God, perhaps to hear 
from his Maker the tremendous question, 
Why art thou come to judgement before 
the time? 

So this murder of the soul is accomplish- 
d slowly. No man comes at once ta the 
brink of hell, and deliberately plunges into 
it. But by a long course of evil, and con- 
stant approaches to danger, he at last 
brings himself within the reach of that Mel- 
strom which draws him down.

We view the novel in one principal as- 
pect—ns allied to, and contrasted with his- 
tory. The history of a nation of which we 
as yet know nothing, is to us a novel on a 
grand scale; it has its incidents more stir- 
ring than imagination ever painted, its 
characters more startling and inexplicable, 
it plot more dark and undiscoverable; and 
the historian, who is a true artist, will lead 
us, in earnest curiosity, along the path of 
Providence, and by no anachronism, of an- 
ticipation or disclosure will blunt he feel- 
ings of wonder and admiration with which, 
at the right moment, we behold the 
curtain rise. The novel is the history of 
domestic life, and if written with resolute 
regard to its nature and theme, may be of 
truth equal to that of history. Nay, we 


composition which cannot, and ought not 
to be dispensed with.

may beset our private walk, and to learn 
how the problems of life have already been 
solved. The novelist ought to be the re- 
corder of Providence in domestic life—the 
historian of the fireside—the teacher of the 
family; and if this great truth were once 
recognized, we should look with hope for 
the emergence of a literature, in form and 
name, for good and obvious reasons, ficti- 
tious, but in reality true, and both an hon- 
or and a blessing to the nation. We ask 
not for religions novels alone any more than 
we ask merely for ecclesiastical history; the 
religious life would indeed have its place— 
a prominent and honored place—and one 
which it has never yet occupied: but our 
demand is simply truth; and if we have 
truth we fear not for goodness. We de- 
mand that the bonds of conventionality, 
which have crushed the heart out of domes- 
tic history, be broken and cast aside, and 
that the infinity of nature, manifested here 
as elsewhere, be not narrowed into one un- 
varying line, which we can soon trace with 
our eyes shut; that the real emotions of na- 


ture, the true tears and laughtor of birth- 


day, of bridal, and of funeral procession, 
be not vaporized into sickly fancies and fee-

The meb 
is the last resort of a bad cause : it is the mean- 
est of all resorts. When men cannot mect and 
overwhelm an opponent in fair argument, to in- 
flame a mob, of few or many, and rush on to vio- 
lence is as mean as it is unlawful. We are glad 


for the credit of Stockton that this infamous a- 


fair went no farther: that its perpetrators stop- 
ped on the threshhold of crime, more deferential 
to the sacred. spirit of 
Justice. 

From that dark cloud of national dissention 
- that hangs over our heaven, we do not wish to 
draw down lightning and storms to this our com- 
mon, adopted State. From all latitudes we came 
together and would dwell in peace. We have 
dwelt thus. But this is not the way to promote 
that peace. From sach scenes, multiplied, as 
from Kansas iniquities, would spring up violent 
Abolitionists, as armed men fromthe sown teeth 
of the dragon. Nor let it be inferred that we

Church Music. 


Singing is a very large part of church wor- 
ship. It wasso in the ancient temple service, 
_ where the royal David was both minstrel and 

singer. It was so in the apostolic church when 
its members were exhorted to teach and admon- 
ish one another in “psalms and hymns and spirit- 
nal songs,” It is a natural expression of pleas- 
ant and especially of religious emotions. When 
the heart is moved, it lifts itself on the wings of 
musical expression. Nothing is more conta- 
gious than song. All who can sing love to join 
in that which both expresses and kindles their 
own emotions. The impulse is irresistible.— 
Where religious fervor burns bigh in acongrega- 
tion, as at some missionary jubilee, or at a Meth- 
odist revival meeting, you can no more keep 
down the songs of the congregation than you 
could have repressed the voices of the French 
_ people joining in the Marseilles hymn when they 
filled the Boulevards in Feb'y of 48. You can't 
ep down the song that rises from the congre- 
gation which has any religious feeling, even 
though the chorister, as in an instance which we 
once witnessed, should lean over the gallery and 
request the congregation to stop singing. The 
only way to do it is for the preacher to chill in- 
stead of kindling the religious emotions, aud then 
for the choir to select music which it shall be 
quite impossible for the people to follow. The 
grateful christian who bas sung the praises of his 
God half a century, must sing in the Church, the 
special abode of his King. The man of business 
who only with Saturday night laid off his load 
of care, must sing in the free hours of worship,— 
The child of the Sabbath school unconsciously 
imitates other children who were once found 
“singing in the temple.”

a passenger in the C. E. Poole to Japan in 
March last, and now a resident of this city. 


notes are dated at Simoda in April and May. 
As we approached the Coast of Japan we be 
held one of the most beautiful and striking land- 
marks in the world. It is the “Fudzee Jamma” 
or Perpetually snow covered mountain, whose 
height is said to be some twelve or fourteen thou- 
sand feet. The morning was clear, the wind fair, 
and we saw a cone-like figure against the sky as 


| white as marble. We said it must be Fudzee 


but could not credit it. All day we were run- 
| ning towards it at the rate of 9 or 10 miles an 


hour, and all day this monument rose before us 
becoming gradually more distinct until we came 
within ten or twelve miles from shore, when near- 


er hills intervened and shut out the view. This 
mountain is far inland; as near as I can learn, 
one hundred miles distant ; and when we first 
saw it, it must have been at a distance of 180 

iles from it. As we approach the shore, the 


scenery is most grand and picturesque. Rich 


verdure, foliage and flowers, bluff coast and wild 


chasms, ‘mountains terraced and cultivated to 
the very tops, and houses built on the sides of 
perpendicular precipices with steps to approach 
them, cut out of the solid rock, and standing like 
statuary in the niches of huge temples and pala- 
ces, all combined, make the scenery the most 
beautiful and picturesque imaginable. The har- 


bor of Simoda is not a good one, being exposed 
to the prevailing winds. On our arrival we 


found that Simoda, as well as most of the sea- 
port towns of Japan, had been deluged and des- 
troyed in consequence of an earthquake. In the 
short space of five minutes the water rose over 
the plain on which Simoda is built to a depth of 


reported that only 99 lives were lost. The peo- 


ple have been continually at work ever since re- 


building the city and, straightening its broken 
walls, and yet it lacks not evidence now of the 
terrible calamity which visited it. 

We found at Simoda the officers and crew of 


the Russian Frigate Dianna, which was wrecked 


in this harbor at the time of the earthquake.— 


{ They had concluded a treaty with the Japanese 
similar to that of the Americans. We sold them 


our provisions and chartered them our schooner, 
to convey themselves to Petropowlaski: myself 
remaining with the three ladies of our party and 


the children, at Simoda. Upon landing we were 
assigned a residence in a temple according to 
the provisions of the treaty, and carpenters were 
furnished to prepare it ſor our convenience. And 
thus we are really living in this stfange and most 
beautiful country, the first Americans who have 
ever slept on these shores, for the Japanese as- 
sure us that the officers of our fleet were not al- 
lowed this priyilege. For two hundred years: 
this country with its population of forty millions 
has been closed against all foreigners. 


The day of our advent into Simoda, with 


American ladies and children, will be regarded 
by the Japanese as an era in their history. The 
people tumbled over each other in their eager- 
ness to get a sight of these foreign ladies walk- 
ing on their hallowed shorts. They are all very 
curious about our ladies, to know why they are 
so white and so delicate in appearance, for the 
Japanese women are the “rougher sex:” they are 
in fact slaves. We of course tell them bow our 
ladies are esteemed and respected; all which is a 
mystery to them. We showed them some pic- 
tures of ladies, in periodicals and framed, and up- 
on learning that our ladies look like the pictures, 
they raise both hands and exclaim Ahl ahl“ 
They ask the ladies their age, and appear sur- 
prised at any hesitancy on their part to divulge 

so profound a secret. They likewise think them- 
selves privleged to examine the various articles of 
a ladies dress very freely ; modesty or shame be- 


ing little known among themselves. The first 


time the Governor of Simoda visited us, he threw 
himself down at full length upon our bed, it be- 


ing a different article from anything which he 


had seen used before. 


The Japanese began early to interrogate us 


upon our intentions, and we told them in writing 
that we came there to live. : 
letter from the Governor saying, “Your letter is 
received and intentions heard. I now declare that 
you must immediately, on the return of your 
schoouer, leave this country; and if she does not 
return in a reasonable time, you must depart by 
the first opportunity or first vessel that touches 
here. 


Your stay here at this time is necessary, 
because you have chartered your schooner to 
transport the Russians; but your being permit- 
ced to stay must not be taken by the Americans 
for an example. When your vessel returns, you 


must depart without any more excuses, and nev- 
er ask again to stay in Japan, for it cannot be 
granted under any circumstances again.” We | 
replied, claiming the right to stay there at our 
pleasure, according to the provisions of the trea- 
ty, and declaring ourselves under the protection 
of the American flag. Fortunately, while this 
correspondence was progressing, Com. Rodgers 
with the Vincennesand Hancock came into port 


The Commodore kindly promised to write to 


the Governor and tell him that we are right and 
must not be ioterfered with. 


The temple, and grounds enclosed, l we 


occupy, are sacredly and exclusively ours. Not 
a Japanese except the officers are permitted to 
enter the gate, except by.special permission. To 
guard against intrusion, four officers are stationed 
at the gate, and are relieved every few hours.— 
The watch is kept up day and night. Near the 
gate is a small house, in which are stationed five 
other officers who transmit all messages to or 
from us, introduce to us all who are allowed to 
enter, and make for us all the purchases which 


we require. The people are kept as far as pos- 


ible from mingling with us; and hence when we

At this time he got such a look from the other 
officers as obliged him to close it at once and pat 
it away. 

Were it not for the fear of the Emperor, which 
is complete, the people would love to mingle with 


us. They are a most singular race of people: 


different from all others, on the globe. They 
are honest, kind, faithful and industrious, and I 
venture to say, the most perfectly law-abiding 
people inthe world. But their obedience seems 
to be from fear rather than principle, and the ex- 
tent of the fear is wholly wonderful. They are 
anxious to learn words of our language, even the | 
children stopping to write them down. We 
hear them repeating our names in the street, on 
all sides, whenever we make our appearance.— | 
They are constantly bestowing on us food and 
small articles. They ‘are faithful in all things, 
careful to deliver articles which are entrusted to 
them, and watchful over each other that nothing 
belonging to us is disturbed. From the highest 
to the lowest they seem almost to worship us, 
and frequently express their admiration of us.— 
Did not the government for which they have the 


most profound respect, interfere, they. would 


overwhelm us with kindness. They are simple 
in their habits : eating no flesh so far as I could | 
learn, oreven fowls. The common people can 
subsist upon rice and sea-weed. And yet the 
country is exceedingly fertile and abounds in 
luxuries. We were able to procure wild pork, 
deer, fish of great variety, chickens, ducks, eggs, 
fine flour, rice, sweet potatoes, onions, radishes, | 
Also oranges, lemons, pears, 
| peaches, plums, cherries, raspberries, blackber- 
| ries, apricots, and in fact all the fruits which we 
get at home. In walking into the country, we 
found that pleasing views invited us on from one 
point to another, from mountain peak to moun- 
tain peak, as we admired the strangeness and 
richness and beauty, until, though we started on- 
ly for a morning walk, we often wandered too 
The climate is un- 
The range of the thermometer 
was not over 5° during my stay, and I was in- 
formed by the Russians that in winter it was not 
The houses are all open. The people 
dress lightly. - The officers dress well when they 
make a public appearance, yet the people are 
very frequently seen with scarcely any clothing, 
and manifesting no sense of shame. They have 
no method of warming the houses, other than by 
a kettle of coal, and they cannot often require 
fires. Minerals of all kinds exist in the coun- 
try, and gold and copper, I am convinced, are

more plentiful than in the United States. They 
appear anxious to keep all these facts hidden 


from us. Our only way of obtaining direct in- 


formation from them, is by asking questions cas- 
ually, without manifesting particular interest in 


the reply. They manufacture a great variety of 


articles. A visit to a Bazarr is exceedingly in- 


teresting. 


The religion of the people is singular so far as 
we have been able to learn anything about it.— 


They have no Sabbath, but divide the time by 
moons and half-moons. The first and middle of 


each of their months is observed as a day of rest 


or recreation. On those days no appearance of 


activity is tobe seen. All the houses are closed 
and the inmates‘ spend their time in eating and 


sensual enjoyment to an extent, as the Russians 
informed us, perfectly abhorrent to an enlighten- 


ed mind. I cannot speak from my own observa- 


tion of what takes place in their houses on those 


days; only I have seen that they seclude them- 


selves then. ‘Temples are built all over the coun- 


try where there is a spot sufficiently picturesque 
to meet their idea of a temple site. In the tem- 
ple a priest, lives with as many wives§as he wish- 
es, and to all appearance leads a life wholly giv- 
en to debauchery. In front of each temple is a 


large bell, which is sounded at certain hours of 


the day, or, according to my observation, at any 
hour at which it may suit the pleasure of the 
priest ; and it is simply a signal that he goes to 
prayers. None come at the sound of the bell, 
nor does it appear at all that it is intended to 
call them. ‘The priest sits down in front of the 
altar, with a small taper burning, and witha 
mallet in one hand and a string of beads in the 
other. He begins to hum or half sing a certain 
number of words; as for instance: Am Jam 
Am;” at the same time rapidly striking a wood- 
en bell or tub, and then a copper one, and so on 
alternately for an hour or so, except that some- 
times he ceases to strike with the mallet, and be- 
gins to rub the beads with both hands, and mod- 
ulates his voice, making it finer or more slow and 
| plaintive. 

This appears to be all the worship which the 
people have, and their belief is that the priest 
can and must do all the praying. No solemnity 
appears to be attached to this service either by 
the people or the priests, ſor we go into a temple 


during the prayer time, and the priest gets up and 


begins to laugh and ask questions, &c., the same 


as though we entered a shop. In short I am in- 


formed that the people in general have no res- 
pect for their priests, but treat them as we do 
those who are outcasts from society. 

Here will yet be a field for missionary labor ; 
and I trust that ere long we shall see American 
enterprise exhibiting itself in this form in Japan.

seeing a painting on the wall intended to repre- 


sent our Savior in his mother’s arms, with fig. 
ures of angels in the group, they asked if the 
people in our country had wings. I said “no, 
they represent angels.” “Aha!” said they, “an- 


gels! we have none in Japan.” I asked them 
if they would not like some here. They said no, 
we like not angels.

Liquor Trarric.—A correspondent of the 
Citizen who states that he has taken considera- 
ble pains to inform himself of the quantity of 


liquor drank and otherwise used in this State, 


communicates the following result 

“I find there was imported into this State the 
past year ending June 30, 1855, nearly one 
million five hundred thousand gations of spirits 
of all kinds. 

There was manufactured in the same period, 
three hundred and twenty-five thousand gallons, 
making one million eight hundred and twenty- 
tive thousand gallons, equal to a daily consump- 
tion of 25,000 gallons, which costing on an av- 


erage, one dollar per gallon, would be one mil- 


lion eight hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars. 

The capital at present employed in the man- 
ufacture of domestic spirits and beer, amounts 
to nine hundred thousand dollars, employing 
three hundred persons, and consuming in carry- 
ing on the same, two hundred and fifty thousand 
pounds of barley per day, or over one million 
bushels for two hundred and fifty running days. 

Now if all of this immense quantity of liquor 
was retailed by the glass, it would bring the 
enormous sum of eight million dollars.“

extract from a letter of Mr. Lowell Mason, of 
New York, on the subject of Church Music.— 
The evils to which he refers in the practice of 
choirs and singing committees at the East, exist 
in almost every Protestant church in San Fran- 
cisco ; at least in those which the writer general- 
ly attends on the Sabbath. 
Ho rarely do any of us, who have removed 
to this coast, ever hear in Church services on the 
Sabbath. any of the good old solemn harmonies 
to which we were accustomed at home; and 
when accidentally such a tune is employed, how 
many solemn and grateful. recollections does it 
recall ! 

I think it is high time that Pastors and 
church officers should decide the question wheth- 
er this part of divine service shall be performed 
by the congregation, or by three or four amatuer 
singers in the gullery. I agree with Mr. Mason 
that the whole congregation should unite in the 
praises of God; and if choirs will not conform 
to the wishes of serious worshippers in this re- 
gard, the question arises, and should be decided 
whether they should not be abated, and dispensed 
with altogether.

One Seasion in the Public Schools- 


One objection urged against the adoption of, a 
one-session system, is that in Eastern cities, such 
as New York, Boston and Philadelphia, two 
sessions are held, with one or two hours inter- 
mission. Good reasons exist for sucha plan in 
those cities. The principal meal of the day is 
very generally taken at 12 or 1 O clock, and the 
sultry heat of mid-day in summer, makes it ne- 
cessary to suspend the school. Besides the schools 
have good play-grounds; the children are not 
crowded, and are better able to endure the fa- 


tigue of a six hours session. But in all South- 


ern cities where the habits of the people are more 
like our own, the schools have but one session. 


We eee, then, no force in the argument that we 


should not have a shorter session, because East- 


ern cities, for local reasons, are under the neces- 


sity of having two, of three hours each. It is 


said again, by many well-meaning persons, that a 


session of five hours will not be sufficiently long 
for the teacher “to get through” with his multi- 


None admire the

elling sand, and the quantity removed depended 
on the hours of labor. There are some who 
think that minds are mere méchines-—that the 
teacher does nothing but turn the erank, and 
grind out knowledge just as @ steam mill turns 


out sacks of flour; and they see no why 
the school, like the mill, cannot run all day, and 


in pressing times, all night too. They em to 
think the mental progress of the child can be en- 
gaged as easily as his natural growth of body. 
Those who know anything of children, know 
that it is very difficult to keep their attention 
fixed upon any one thing for a long time.— 

Change, novelty, and action is as much a law of 
mind as of body. 

Students,—the hardest students, and most pro- 
found thinkers, know that more can be accom- 
plished in a year or a number of years, by six 
hours study than by twelve. There may be poe- 


try in the mid-night lamp of the student’s cell, 


but there is neither reason nor common sense. If 
six hours brain-work is enough for a full grown 
man, is it. not too much for children? Their 
minds cannot act keenly during a long session; 
they grow dull and wearied, and fall into a list- 
less habit of half-thinking, half-idling, which is 
destructive to all true mental progress. When 
children are tired of thinking, they turn to play- 
ing for a recreation, and no school government, 
but that of mortal feay, can keep idle children or- 
derly. 

“An idle brain is the Devil’s workshop” is an 
old proverb, and emphatically true in school.— 
Every teacher knows that, in the morning, when 
all the scholars must be engaged in studying 
their lessons, and the mind takes hold of study 
with a keen relish,—the school keeps itself in or- 
der; but near the ciose of a long session, when 
the mind is wearied, or lessons all recited, it re- 
quires a strong hand and will to preserve stillness. 
We are of opinion that long sessions have a pos- 
itively injurious influence on mental habits as well 
as health of body. A istle s careless, inatten- 
tive, half-awake scholar is not the one to pro- 
gress, and Jong confinement does have a tendency 
to make sleepy thinkers. When scholars study 
let them think, und think Aard; and let them be 
kept at study only while they can thiuk, wide- 
awake. 

The gymnast goes into the gymnasium and ex- 
ercises only an hour, but he receives more bene- 
fit from the one hour's hard execrcise than from 
strolling about all day. 

We are of opinion, from what little we have 
seen of children in the school room, and from 


| what little we know ofmental and physical laws, 


that scholars will accomplish much more in a 
short sesston, than ina long one. Even if they 
should not do so much, they would do it cheer- 
fully, and in earnest. Study would not be a 
drudgery; books would be as welcome as balls or 
marbles. Even if the cramming system were 
adopted, we think they could be as well crammed 
in five hours as six. ‘Turkeys, we believe are 
crammed and fattened in ten days before thanks- 
giving day, and made as fat as they could possi- 


“But” says another, “ the teacher will have too 


while the mechanic works ten or twelve.” The 
good teacher, hke the thorough thinker, will 
teach as much in five hours as six. He will be 
more active and more cheerful, in a short than in 
a long session. ‘The teacher's duties do not 
end at 4 o'clock nor begin at 9 in the morning. 

The Principal of the school, at least, if not the 
assistants, must stay in the school-room till five 
o'clock, with delinquents who love idleness rather 
than study ; he must be at his desk at 8 in the 
morning to prepare himself for the duties of the 


day, arrange his records, and make his plans; for 


the bustle of the busy room is not favorable to 
calm thought and reflection. Only a part of the 
teachers duties in this city lie within the sphere 
of the school-room; and what with exercise and 
what with visiting parents, and hunting up de- 
linquent and truant scholars, it would seem that 
the teacher need not have such a very easy time 
of it after all! However, it is best to make him 
earn his salary ; particularly when there is little 
prospect of hisever getting any. We do think, 
honestly, that if some of those}practzcal men who 
stick to the “good old way,” could feel the wear 
and tear of nerves in California school, they 
would advocate a short session, even if they had 
only balf as much brains as a teacher. It is 
true a teacher at best, is only a heavy kind of 
mill horse; still. if the. load were not too heavy 
nor the road too long, he might possibly fall into 
a faster pace, or curvet, a little now and then, 
like a well-fed nag. 

We hope for the accommodation of parents 


‘and children, and the best interests of the schools, 


if not for the teacher's sake, the one session sys- 
tem will be adopted by the present Board of 
Education. The public desireit and we feel as- 
sured that the new Superintendent and Board 
will be disposed to take the matter iuto careful

all to some extent, directly or Sndirectly interest- 
ed. I allude to the examination of pupils which 
was held at the above named institution on the 
26th, 27th and 28th Sept., and the various inci- 
dents connected therewith. 

Those estimable “pioneers,” Rev. J. I. ver- 
Mehr and his excellent wife, who are the prin- 
cipals in this enterprise, were citizens here as 
early as '49, well known, and highly esteemed by 
our old residents ; and during their connection 
with “Grace Church,” from its establishment in 
Jan. 1850 to the spring of 1854. they overcame 
almost insurmountable difficulties, and prepared 
the way for Bishop Kip to minister in a church 
edifice, and to a congregation which would be 
quite creditable in older cities ; and which, ta- 
king into consideration the many serious obsta- 
cles to be removed, and the heavy expenses to be 
encountered, are among the many striking fea- 
tures of our early history. During the princi- 
pal part of the years 1851 and 1852 Doct. Ver- 
Mehr had established a free parish school in the 
chapel occupied for church service, where a con- 
siderable portion of these years he gave free in- 
struction to the children of our young city, the 
pupils, at some times, numbering as high as six- 
ty. This he continued until so broken by fatigue 
that his friends would not allow him longer to 
pursue the free system, when he engaged the ser- 
vices of a lady instructress and continued a regu- 
lar day school until sometime previous to leaving 
the city for Sonoma, where he established “St- 


Mary's Hall,” taking the name of the school es. 


tablished by the Rt. Rev. G. W. Doane, Bishop 
of New Jersey, and where Doct. Ver Mehr had 
been the principal for several years previous to 
coming to this country. 

The services of the late Rev. Flavel T. Mines, 
and of Doct. Ver Mehr, towards the establish- 
ment of the Episcopal Church in California will 
not be forgotten by its friends who were resi- 
dents of San Francisco at the time they were 
compelled to combat with difficulties of which 
those distinguished gentlemen who have succeed- 
ed them have little idea. Suffice it to say, that 
u grateful community will not be unmindful of 
the sacrifices made by them, und while with 
heart-felt acknowledgements they hold in sweet 
remembrance the memory of the deceased 
“Mines,” let us hope also that they will not?with- 
hold their countenance and support from the in- 
stitution established by Doct. Ver Mehr, at So- 
noma, where our daughters may receive such 
instruction, under such guidance and training as 
will fit them to become worthy women of the 
State of California.

Birds Eggs in the Pacific 


The following description of the gather-

of the entrance to the bay of San Francis- 
co, are the resort of innumerable sea-fow! 
known by the fishermen as murres.“ 
These islands are almost inaccessible, and,

the fact that this company 

sold in that city the last season (a period 
of less than two months, July, and parts of 

June and August) more than five bundred 

thousand eggs! All these were gathered 

on a single one of these islands, and, in the 
opinion of the eggers, not more than one 
egg in six of those deposited on the island 
was gathered. Our correspondent informs 
us that he was told by those families on 
the island, that all the eggs brought in 
were laid by birds of a single kind. Yet 
they exhibit astonishing variations in size, 
in form, and in coloring. There is no rea- 
son to suppose that he was misinformed in 

regard to these eggs being — by a 
single species. The men could have had 
no motive for deception, and similar facts 
are observable on the Labrador coast, and 
in the islands north of Scotland. Besides, 
the writer ascertained from other sources, 
that all the eggs brought to market were 
obtained from a limited portion of the is- 
land, known as the Great Fallaron—called 
the Rookery, where a single species swartu 
in myriads, and where no other bird is 
found. Naturalists, in our Eastern cities, 
who have received specimens of these birds, 
pronounce them as Thickbilled or Brunnich’s 
Guillemot, or Murres of Labrador and 
Northern Europe. Theeggs are three and 
a half inches in length, and are esteemed a 
great delicaey.”
